obert Mueller, the special coun- 
sel investigating Russia’s role 
in the 2016 presidential race, 
announced criminal charges 
Monday against three former 
senior campaign aides to Don- 
ald Trump, including his former campaign 
manager, marking an explosive new phase 
in the FBI probe of the president’s inner 
circle. 

Paul Manafort, who was Trump’s cam- 
paign manager, and Rick Gates, who was 
Manafort’s top deputy and helped run 
Trump’s inauguration, were separately 
accused of a total of 12 counts of fraud, con- 
spiracy and money laundering in a finan- 
cial scheme that ran from 2006 to 2017. 

In June 2016, Manafort joined Donald 
Trump Jr. in a meeting in Trump Tower 
with a Russian lawyer and lobbyist, after 
Trump Jr. was offered damaging informa- 
tion about Democrat Hillary Clinton. 

In a court hearing Monday after- 
noon, Manafort and Gates both pleaded 
not guilty to the charges. Manafort was 
released on $10 million bail and Gates was 
released on $5 million bail. Both surren- 
dered their passports and were ordered

under house arrest. 

Court papers also revealed Monday that 
George Papadopoulos, a former foreign 
policy adviser to the Trump campaign, had 
pleaded guilty in a closed-door court hear- 
ing Oct. 5 to lying to the FBI about his con- 
tacts with people who claimed to direct 
connections with Russian President Vlad- 
imir Putin and other senior Russian offi- 
cials. 

Papadopoulos, who court documents 
show repeatedly sought to arrange a meet- 
ing between then-candidate Trump and 
senior Russian officials in London or in 
Moscow, is cooperating with prosecutors 
led by Mueller, who is pursuing allegations 
that Trump’s aides cooperated with Rus- 
sian officials seeking to influence the U.S. 
election. 

The indictment against Manafort and 
Gates doesn’t reference their work for the 
Trump campaign, a point Trump noted on 
Twitter.

The health care 
debate has led to 
confusion ahead of 
open enrollment.

Consumers are struggling 
to separate fact from fic- 
tion as the open enrollment 
period approaches for health 
insurance plans sold on the 
Affordable Care Act’s fed- 
eral exchange, advocates and 
insurance companies say. 

The controversial health 
care law lives on, even as the 
Trump administration and 
Republicans in Congress look 
for ways to kill it. Obamacare 
will continue to be the way 
millions of Americans sign 
up for coverage next year, and 
Wednesday is the first day 
they can enroll. 

But experts say the political 
debate has produced misinfor- 
mation that’s confusing to the 
people who need it most. 

“There’s new information 
each week in the news about 
potential changes,” said Mela- 
nie Hall, executive director of 
the Family Health Care Foun- 
dation in Tampa, one of the 
government-funded nonprof- 
its that helps people navigate 
the system and sign up for 
coverage on the exchange. 

The spread of false infor- 
mation about the ACA’s sta- 
tus and health care in gen- 
eral “has been going on for 
eight months,” said Jodi Ray, 
director of the University of 
South Florida’s navigator pro- 
gram, Florida Covering Kids 
& Families. “People are calling 
us because they don’t under- 
stand if they’re losing their 
ability to get health insurance, 
and it’s up to us to articulate 
what they’re hearing in the 
news and what kind of effect 
that’ll have on them.” 

Confused? 

Advocates say these are 
the most common myths sur- 
rounding the Affordable Care 
Act, and they want to debunk 
them before open enrollment 
begins: 


MYTH NO.1: 
OBAMACAREIS DEAD. 

What surprises Ray most is 
the large number of consum- 
ers who think the Affordable 
Care Act no longer exists. Offi- 
cials with other navigator pro- 
grams agree that this is the 
most common call they get. 

“Its really unfortunate that 
we've made so much progress 
on getting the word out and 
informing people in the begin- 
ning, and now were doing it 
all over again,” Ray said. “The 
public education piece was 
so substantial in year one (of

TAMPA — For decades, Tampa 
Bay football, baseball and hockey 
fans have become accustomed to 
driving to games and parking a 
few hundred feet away from the 
venue. 

Those days would come to 
an end if Hillsborough County 
builds a new baseball stadium 
for the Tampa Bay Rays on the 
southern edge of Ybor City. 

If it ever gets built, there will 
likely be no gigantic surface 


parking lots outside this base- 
ball stadium. Instead, sports fans 
would have to park in garages, 
use transit and — brace your- 
selves — even walk to games. 

The 14-acre site north of 
Adamo Drive and east of Chan- 
nelside Drive would put Tampa 
more in line with other major 
baseball markets that play in 
urban stadiums. That is quite 
a contrast to the Rays’ current 
home in St. Petersburg’s Tropi- 
cana Field and its massive sur-

Police presence grows 
in fearful neighborhood

TAMPA — While trying to 
solve three fatal shootings 
they call random but related, 
authorities also are working to 
save Halloween for the neigh- 
borhood terrorized by the vio- 
lence. 

Tampa police have been 
blanketing southeast Semi- 
nole Heights since they linked 
the first two shootings, which 


happened Oct. 9 and 11. They 
were so close to the third shoot- 
ing Oct. 19 that they heard it and 
got to the scene in minutes — but 
too late to find a suspect. 

For Halloween tonight, with 
the Seminole Heights shootings 
drawing national news coverage, 
authorities will be out in even 
greater force. 

Mayor Bob Buckhorn and 
interim Chief Brian Dugan will 
start the evening about 5:30.
